His "later, Muryaret Young, 
and a coinpauiou, Dema Dorosia, were ly- 
ing dead in their room, and his mother, 
though not dead, was uneonscioii.-i.

Lying on the floor and 
with one foot reating on the. bed lay the 
dead body, of Margaret Xoan;;, olad only in 
undergarment and night dress.''- On the 
bod lay tho girl Uerosin,. also dead. The 
lutter'rt face was partly buried in the pillow, 
while the girl Young lay face upward. The 
faiQs of both were calm and the bodies cold, 
iudicatiug that death bad taken place aome- 
what previously. On a table at the head of 
tho bed w as a pint flask with a few drops of 
what is supposed to bo whiskey in the bot- 
tom, a small sponge and somo other articles. 
Underneath tho bed tho nock of a small 
bottle covered with a white looking sub- 
stance was found, and in the stand drawer 
a .little bottle whioh seemed to contain a 
similar miituro. 

UuussKLB, Jan, 22 — This morning at 
4:30 the largo furniture factory and pain- 
ing mill, owned by J imea Bonnet, w.ts 
discovered on fire. The buildings being 
frame, and full of goods of a couabusti- 
ble nature, were soon a total loss, together 
with a ■ large stook of lurniture, about 
two oar loads ' of which was ready for 
shipment. There was also a large amount 
of furniture destroyed that was nearly 
made. The loss is eatimatod to be fully 
§12,000, with an in.suranco of 82,000 Tho 
tiro started in a shed used for piling lum- 
ber, and is supposed to be the work uf an 
incendiary. 

Galt, Jan. 22, — About -6 o'clock this 
evening a firo broke out in tho drj^^oods 
and grocory establiahment of Middlemias 
& Robertson, on the north side of Main 
street,, in tho building owned by Wni, 
Watkins, The firo originated from tho 
bursting of a coal oil lamp in the back 
part of tho premiaea, ur.d spread ao 
rapidly, with a high wind blowing, that 
it was feared at one time a groat part of 
the north aide of Main street would bo 
dostroyod, but through the hard work 
performed by the fire brig.ido the fliimes 
were conGncd to Middlumiss & Robert- 
son's atore, which was oouiDletely gutted.

VtCTOtltA. 

A doitructivb tire broke out in Mel- 
bournu early in the evening of December 
30th in the JVIelbourne Storage ocmpany'a 
warehouse, which contained 30,000 oaaes 
of koroaenu and other oila. For several 
hours a solid body of apurka and flamu 
seventy feat lung by thirty foot wide pro- 
jected 200 feet into the air. 

Telegrams received in Melbourne on 
Ducember jilst announce the discovery of 
the bo'dies of three men at'Glifton hilU. 
It has ' bean ascertained thiit 'the party 
which set out couaiated of nine men, and 
an active aeurch liiia bean iiiatituled for 
tho niiaaiiig ai.x: bodies. Those discovered 
showed that death resulted from thirst. 

A special from Molbourno to the Auck- 
land News of January lat says: "The do- 
inanda of the wharf laborers not having 
been acoeded to by the mastora, the men 
have definitely decided to strike work, ra- 
jecting tho propoail for forty-eight hours' 
H-ork por week. Altogether 870 men aro 
involved ia the strike." 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

On Doeeniber 15th a workman named 
Thomas Kradshaw foil from tho tOwer of 
tho poBtoffice to tho ground, a distance of 
230 feet. He had been painting the dome 
and was in the act of getting over a dor- 
rick to catcli hold of what is known as tho 
"plate," wlien he was seen to clutch for 
a ropo. He seized this, but it swung 
loose, and the doomed man, unable to re- 
cover himself, uttered u short, sudden 
gasp and then shot headlong backward 
and downwards. It was noticed that the 
body whirled round and round, foathor- 
liko, until after fulling about 150 feet it 
struck with a craab acraiiist lui ornamented 
stono coping of tho main building. It 
poised alinoat perceptibly and then rolled 
over, falling bat iveen eighty and ninety 
fb&t more o» to a uilc of ladders, planks 
and building material. The body was 
shattered.

NKW ZKALANI). 

A peculiar couspiraoy to defraud hfe in- 
snranee companies has just been exposed iu 
Wellington. On Octobor lOth last a work- 
ingiuau in the Addingtou railway shops 
wen to bathe at Sumuor and never retiu-uod. 
His clothes wore found and it was suiipoKod 
he had been drowned. Hifi lifo was insured 
for $12, 000,' And Ills widow made desper- 
iito ofl'Drts to gain proof of his death, two 
inoiitliM afterward a luiiu's nnn and hiiufl, 
ou which waa a riii;; known to holong to 
Howard, wiis found oh tho hoach in a Bmall 
bay luljoiniug Sumner bay. This tre- 
ated a great aunsatiini. as it was held the 
arm showed sigua of having been bitten off 
by a shark. The detectives set to work and 
cleared up the mystery by finding Howard 
at work under an assuiued name in the 
woolen factory at Pel tone, 

A grout fire occurred ia Wellington ou 
December SOth, Eight stores wero 
destroyed and the loss wiis ^^OO.OOO.

THE TRANS-PACIFIC LINE. 

What Sir Georffe Stephen Says 
About It. 

On the return of Sir George Stephen, 
Bart, to Montreal, he waa interviewed by 
a.QasettB reporter to whom he stated that 
Canada PaciSc stock had p;on6 up from 45 
to 70, consequent upon the paruinga ex- 
ceeding tho estimate by £165,000. V/iih 
regard to the propoail to place a line of 
steamships between Victoria and the 
Orient Sir George said — 

"The contract for the mails is only part 
of oar elatriia. V7e want a cash aubsidy, 
and we believe we are worth it to the Im- 
perial government. The Canadian gov- 
ernment have aided this great national 
enterpriao themselves without asking a 
cent from the Imperial "overn mont. The 
r Canadian PaoiBo railway is now complet- 
ed. It will no doubt prove of great use to 
tbe English government, and it would 
be very strange if they do not recognize 
its advantages in a practical way. The 
steamship line on the Pacific is juat aa 
much a part of the system aa is tho line 
itself north of "".ike Superior. AVo say to 
tho Imperial ; overoment the v,^lue of tho 
lino ia iiot-merely as a mail route, but it 
is of value from a national and Imperial 
point of view. It is valuable to you from 
a atralegio point of view, because in an 
eastern war you can strike llu.-iain on the 
PaoiBo coast before she could defend her- 
self, except at a great disadvantage. It 
strengthens the arm of England tremon- 
doualy on the PaciBc ocean. Then again, 
in the event of a European war, it ia the 
alternative rnnte in case the Suez canal 
should bo closed, and makes England the 
mistroea of the situation." 

"You aspect to get tho mail contract 
for China and tho east ?" / 

"Certainly; ours ia the shorteat and 
best route, •We intend to put firat-claaa 
steamers on the route, and nothing else 
will do to compete with San Francisco. If 
we did not put tha boat veasola on we 
would be beaten before we began,'' 

"Do you expect an increaaed trade be- 
'tweea Canada and Australia, New Zea- 
land and the east I" 

"I have no doubt that a laage Canadian 
trade can be done with Now Zealimd, 
Australia and other places. We do not 
ask the imperial government to subsidize 
a Btoam.-ihip line to AuaLralia. Wo want 
to get to Honckong by way of Japan. If 
we had four or five steamers on that route 
they would be'uC great use to tho imperial 
government ia (sase of war with Russia. 
These vessels could be used m transport 
vessels," > 

"C.-m you successfully ooiupete with 
American transcuutinegMl routes for the 
through traffic /" 

"No American route to the E>aotfic cav 
carry as cheapfy as we oVn . Traders have 
only one company to dojl in the 0. P. R. , 
whereas the Amerio.nii through routes are 
unJer a number of distinct companiea 
and that makes a sreut dilTorcnoe." 

"Ia it true, Sir George, "aaked ourrepro- 
aentative in conclusion, "as some people 
seem to. thjBk thorO. P, R. will apply to 
the Canadian 'government for an addition- 
al subsidy at the next session of Parlia- 
ment?" 

"That is really ao absurd," said the 
Etironot, "that it is not worth tnlking 
about. Wo intend to apply for no anb: 
sidy. Wo have nothing to apply for. The 
road IB now complete and wahavonothiaB 
to m\."

coloniea; Earl Kimberly, secretary for India;

FRANCE. 

PAnis, Feb. 1. — The text of tho treaty be- 
tween France and Madagascar has been 
submitted to the chamber of deputies. 

The Temps states thut France has not 
thns far joined the other powers in coerc- 
ing Greece. 

An exciting debate arose in the chamber 
of deputies to-day on a measure of Gen. 
Bonlauger, minister of war, to reprcHsi 
political agitation 'a the army. Gen. Bon- 
lauger contended that the measure was nec- 
essary to prevent anti-republican outragu.H, 
Member of (he.rigbt aoflused him of creating 
party dis'tBDsioQ in the army. Ultimately 
a motioTi expressing approcal of General 
Bonlaniier's course was adopted by a vote 
of 357 tv 274. 

AUy'i'lUA. 
Vienna, Feb. 1. — Tho government in- 
troduced an anti-socialist bill in the lower 
house of the reichsrath to-day. 

GERfllANY. 

Berlin, Feb. 1. — The goveinraent has 
ordered the seizure of a number of Polish 
papers for commenting on tbe recent de- 
bate in the landtag. 

Owing to the success of tbe 'recent 
bal de I'opera the managers will order that 
another be given on March 4th for the 
benefit of those persons who were unable 
to gain admittRnco on Friday 

The presents received by the Emperor 
William on the 25th anniversary of hia 
aoceiaioD to the Prussian throne are on 
public exhibition at the castle. They 
form a dazzling display, surpassiug in gifts 
those received by Prince Bismarck on his 
last birthday.

1,— Mrs. Smith, Port- 
land, Maine, daughter of tho late John 
Hall, Quebec, founder of the great lum- 
ber firm of Hall & Co., ia suing the Union 
Bank of Lower Canada for a million and 
a-half of dollars, claiming her father'a 
estate was sacrificed to meet payments 
due the bank. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Franci.ioo, Fob. 1. — Tho six Chi- 
nese companies are Bonding ciroulara to 
interior puiiits, stating that they will as- 
sist all Chinamen to return homo who 
wish to take advantage of tho present re- 
duction in fare from here to China, 

Tho supreme court has cited Goo. W.

February loth, and show cause why lie 
should not be disbarred. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Fanaua, Feb. 1, — A mo.Bt diabolical 
plot to overthrow the government has 

been uisci.verod in Guatemala. It was a 
Bchenio to sot lire to the Grand hotel and 
theatre at a given time, when there might 
bo expected to be a full house. In the 
panic which would certainly ensue the 
intention of the conspirators was to take 
possession of the barracks without any 
great risks to themselves, and then to 
murder President Barrillus and his fami 
ly; next to attack all foreigners and 
finally sack tho city. Fortunately the 
plana of tho cunapiratore were revealed in 
tiino to prevent their coiisumniatioii. 
The discovery of the plan led to the arrest 
of about fifty persons, including some 
coloiiuls in the army, and they are now 
undergoing trial. 

A t5.iy'erniuoiit oomniitsion coiisistiiii; of 
Professor Kockstrock und Mr. Walker 
haa been sent front Guatemala to report 
on the p.'obability of an outbreak of Pa- 
caya Volcano. The report of these gen- 
tlemen announces the total destruction of 
the village of San Vincente Pacayn. 
Some l-t tile roofed houses were coniplete- 
ly collapsed, making such a cloud of dust 
as to create the belief that a now crater 
opened. Hot springs surroundmg Lako 
Amatillan emit a larger volume of water 
at a higher temperature than usual. Tho 
crater of Pacaya remaina unchanged 
while that of Fuego has been very lively. 

• EASTERN STATES. 

Indianapolis, Feb. 1.— It is said to- 
night that tha liabilities of Riizinger S:. 
Oil. are in round numbers — deposit.^, 
§250,000; other debts, .$100,000. Assote, 
real estate scheduled, §200,000; notes 
and other securities are semi-asjots and 
larfj;ely held as aoourity for money ad- 
vanced, §107,000. When debts are dia- 
charjjed, for which these are hold, they j 
will probably be exhausted, leaving 
§200,000 of real estate to pay §350,000 of 
deposits. Under the present condition of 
tho real estate market the probabilities 
are ihat depositors will not realize more 
than 25 cents on the dollar. 

Ni;\v Bkighton, Feb. 1.— Tho Railway 
Telegraph and Telephone Co. gave an ex- 
hibition on Stateii Island railroad this 
afternoon of the new niothod of sending 
and receiving telegraphic messages from 
train under full headway. The battery 
was in one of the passenger cars, with a 
ground wire connecting with tho axle of 
wheel and track, and the other wire con- 
nectud v.-ith the tin roof of the car. The 
car roofs were connected by an insulated 
wire. Tho cntnnion electric magnet, 
worked by a Morse koy, was used from 
the car olUce. Meisages were transmitted 
by induction to the permanent wires polos 
along the railroad at a distance of 25 to 
30 feet. Messages were sent to and from 
New York and other points with perfect 
facility while the train was running 90 
miles ail hour. Mr. Edison said tho new 
wonder in telegraphy would be iutro- 
ducud at unae on the Illinois Central 
railroad. 

Dethoit, Fob. 1.— The Free Press' 
Grond Haven special says: Afire broke 

out at 10 o'clock to-night in the Detroit 
iSz Grand Haven freight house, and in a 
(o\Y minutes nearly half that immense 
structure, which stretches nearly three 
squares from south to north, was on fire. 
The fire department responded quickly, but 
onring to a fierce southwest gale and in- 
tense cold has so far been unable to cheek 
the fierce progreas, and at 11 o'clock tho 
entire structure was a mass of flames. 
Tho total lods will not fall short of §250,- 
000, which amount is supposed to bo fully 
insured.

Gladstone Consents to Form a 
Government. 

ENGLAND. 

Ijondos, Teb. 1. — G:30 p. m. — Mr. 
Gladstone has arrived at Usborno, and Iiuh 
recoivea iiie pemuunl euunnanci ot her 
jesty tho Queen to form a cabinet, ft is 
offleially announced this afternoon that 
Gladstoue kissed the hand of her majesty 
on receiving her command. 

At the railway station and along the entire 
route he was greated with tremendous 
cheering from the multitude who had con- 
gregated to witness his departure. 

Both honsoB of pai-liament met to-day 
and adjourned until Thnrsday, pending tlie 
formation of tho new cabinet. 

Tho Times this morning says it believes 
Lords Shelbourne and Derby and Sir Henry 
.fuinoB will decline to accept positions in tho 
new cabinet. 

LivEBPooL, Feb. 1. — A mutiny occurod 
to-day among tho lads on tho reformatory 
ship Clarence, lying in the Mersoy. At 
precoucorted signals the lads in a body 
attacked the officers with belaying pins and 
other weapons. The offlcers drew their 
revolvers and flred into tho mutinous mob 
and tried in vain to force them to lay. down 
their weapons and return to thoir placea. 
Tho boys continued thoir asaanlt and at 
last compelled tho oilicera to seek Hheltor in 
thoir cabins. The lads then lowered the 
boats into which thoy crowded themselves 
and the boats drifted down stream with the 
tide. Tho ivlareuce's officers, after the 
departure of tho boys, made signals to the 
anthorities ashore, and soon several boats 
filled with police put out from shore and 
called upon the boys to surrender. Tho 
youngsters deeming resistance to be useless 
gave up and were taken back to tho ship. 
The ringleaders were placed- in irons. 
Eighteen lads and two offiers received 
wounds in the fight. ' On the same ship two 
years ago tho lads oonflned thereon set firo 
to the ship. 

Ddblin, Feb. L— The Freeman's Jour- 
nal states that it has reason to believe that 
Gladstone has agreed with Parnoll to join 



forces ill parliament for tho passage of a 
bill which shall ealabliah a native parlia- 
ment in Dublin, to deal with Irish afl'aira. 

Frederick Harrison, in lecturing on Ire- 
land, said ho considered landlordism in 
its worst form a crime against human na- 
ture and Booietyl He was not smBzed that 
the Irish had been driven to use the read- 
iest weapon to oppose many landlords.

A Fierce Blaze. 

An iihinn of firo at 5:40 on Sunday 
luorniiig, piovud to be in some wooden 
liuildiiig.-i oil l«'urt suoet above the Royal 
luiiel. Toe firo dupartmeiit {|uickly an- 
swered tlvt call and in a remarkably short 
space of tune had five streams playing on 
the fire. Jiucn was the inllammablo char. 
aj;ter uf the structures that tho flames in a 
few minutes rendered it impossible to ap- 
proach it, and the heat almost ignited 
buildinys on the oppn.site ^jde of tho 
street. Tho firemen worked onorgutically 
and succeeded in confining the firo to the 
wooden buildings; tho chief of which was

A cottage occu- 
pied by Mrs. Thompson, nurse, wb« total- 
ly destroyed with all its contents, xMr. 
Thompson oscapini; with but meagre 
clothing. The adj-doing building was 
partly l(]ni down by tho firemen. 

Tlio (lames were furious and the boat 
iuteiiae, but the firemen worked practical- 
ly and quietly, and by their well directed 
exertions proventod what might have been 
a very sorious fire. Tho suooess Sunday 
morning demonstrated the fact that the 
deparimeiit under the paid system will 
exceed expeutations, a matter for congra- 
lulatidii. 

Tho loss from the destruction of tho 
buildings id not a serious one. They be- 
longed to the estate of the lute Robert 
Austin and were uninsured.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT 



FOITRTII SESSION. 

Monday, Feb. 1, 1836. 
Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by the Rov. Mr. Stephen. 

TRIVILEOE. 

Mr. Allen said he. had been misreport- 
ed in the Times, with regard to several 
remarks. What ho had said was that he 
had been requested by his constituents to 
d'J away with coat of drydock construction 
at any saoriHce; and that it was for that 
reason he had voted for the Setllemunt 
bill, one ' of whose provisions was the 
deeding away of .the - Peace river lands. 
His remarks referring to merchants clos- 
ing out business if the Chinese left wbro 
confined to tho town of Lillooot. Ho 
askod whether it was true that Cliineso 
had been mado to pay .SIT) mining license, 
and if so that tho act luiglit be repealed. 

Hon. Mr. Duck said that §15 each for 
mining licenses had been collected from 
Chinese in certaiA districts.' 

PETITION . 

From' N. Shakespeare, M. P., and 
others regarding private bill for local 
insurance company, was received. 

ADJOUUNED DKBATa LIKUT.-OOVU .Sl'KKCU. 

The speaker alluding to the amendment 
made by the leader of the opposition said 
that to allow it would be a reflection upon 
the hoiiBO u3 well as upon the ministers, 
ai J this being so, it was inadmissible, 
(May, page 'SMi, 8th edition.) 

Mr. Beuveu said no vote uf tho house 
had over been recorded upon this question 
by this parliament and how the authority 
quoted could be made to apply ho could 
not understand. 

The speaker 3:ud the .-imendment if 
mado two years ago would have been 
perfectly in order. The question had 
been then dealt with by a nnjority of the 
house, and any reflection coiilainud in tho 
amendment to the speech merely tended 
to cast a reflection upon the action of the 
house, at tho same time that it contained 
no motion to rescind anything that bad 
then been done. 

Mr. Beaveii appealed from tho speak- 
er's decision to the house, with tho result 
that tha ruling was sustained by u vote of 
13 to 6. — Messrs. Galbraith, Beaven, Mc- 
Lucse, Semlin, Grant and Hulgeson vot- 
ing ill tho negativo. 

The speaker said he would also refer 
tho question to tho speaker of tho Domin- 
ion coniniona for hia opinion. 

Mr. Dunsmuir, spoaking of tho laland 
railway, said it had opened settlumont; 
although he maintained the government 
were encouraging that settlement for the 
good of the country somewhat ut the ex- 
penao ot the co.npany, by omploying 
guides to pick out tho best pieces of laud. 
It was true that Chinese had been em- 
ployed on tho work, but it was not true to 
say that tho railway had been built by 
them. In one month the greatest num- 
ber of Chinese employfid was 530; and the 
factthat nearly 71 milei wore graded show- 
ed there must have buen other than their 
labor employed. In comparison w 
was the fact that on the Ondo-donk sec- 
tion of -the OaDadion Pacifiu there had 
been as many as 6,000 Ohiuese at work at 



one time. If he had the bargain to mike i 
again he would spurn the §760,000 bonus j 
frnin tho Dominion government in f.ivor | 
of the conditions of the island railwuy bill 
of 1S8'2 passed by the late govi.'rn- 
inent, aa that bill gave the land i 
to tho cninp.-»ny at onco.

Ho was Hulid on tho cjuestioii himsulf, but 
was in the house in a representative ca- 
pacity. 

Mr. Galbraith, alluding to the coming 
Colonial Exhibition, hoped tho govern- 
ment had seen that the mineral resources 
of tho province would bo properly repre- 
sented there. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho Dominion 
government had taken the matter in hand 
in a very liberal spirit. A Dominion olli- 
cial [\Ir. JossopJ had boon instructed and 
was preparing extensive collections for 
the exhibition, but that carriage on thorn 
and other o.xpenses would be defrayed by 
the province. 

Mr. Cunningham thought the increased 
•jost of adminiatration of justice was large- 
ly duo to tho indiscriminate sale of liquors 
to which he thought was greatly duo tho 
distress among tho railway and other 
working hands in tho province. "Drink" 
was the explanation of most prisoners in 
gaols aa tho cause of their crimes. Ho 
thought dealers in the liquor traffic should 
bo mado largely respnnaible for tho results. 
Ue waa in favor of adding to the clause a 
reference to tho looseness of our lioonse 
laws. He thought the cost of liquor li- 
cense should be inoruased. 

Mr. MoLoeco said tho government had 
shown hixity in tho administration of jus- 
tice. Ho referred to tho fact that an out- 
law in tho Chilcotin country was atill at 
liirgo. 

Clause 23. [Water rights for irriga- 
tion]. Mr. Semlin na'd if vested rights 
wore only to bo dealt with there was no 
need for a commission; but if tho object 
was merely to dotormino rights that were 
to accrue, it could bedaalt with b^ a com- 
mittee of the house. Tho propo'sod ex- 
pense was unnecessary. 

Mr. Martin said aomuthiug woiiM have 
to be (lono by the provincial governnumt iu 
regard to tha water question. Several of tho 
mainland districts were entirely depemifut 
ou a Buihcieut supply of water. 

Hon. Mr. Bobson said he reuoguizod tho 
necessity of legislation upon this question 
by tho government; bat he had remarked 
that it was far preferable to frst lake such 
stcpH as would place the house in apo.^ition 
to act inlcUigontly upon the nubjtiot at the 
next soHsioii of parliament.
